I ’VE OBSERVED a good 
many strikes in my 99 
years of living, but I can’t re¬ 
call one which did anything 
but harm. I believe in inde¬ 
pendence. I believe that as 
long as capital is, organized 
labor must be organized or be 
oppressed, and that one has as 
much right to organize as the 
other. 

But destructive violence such 
as we see in the farm strike 
and the milk strike is the most 
senseless, selfish and shameful 
thing imaginable. Food is 
wealth, the essential of life; 
money is only a medium of 
exchange, for necessities of 
life. Yet we are such imbe¬ 
ciles that we destroy the real 
wealth in order to make the 
fictitious wealth, the medium 
of exchange, less valuable in 
terms of food and other neces¬ 
sities. 

That’s one way of cheapen¬ 
ing money, but the worst way. 
Controlled inflation is a far 
better way. Even inflation 
which gets out of control is 
better than strikes.

Early in October the National 
Safety Congress met in Chicago. 
It was greeted with a message 
from President Roosevelt which 
I read in part : "The conservation 
i of human life, and the prevention 
of accidental injuries, is of vital 
importance to our welfare and 

happiness . . . 

"We sacrificed 88,000 lives 
through accidents last year. Ap¬ 
proximately 9,000,000 people were 
injured. The economic costs run 
close to two billion dollars. The 
social cost is immeasurable. 
Briefly stated, that is our Na¬ 
tional accident problem, and it 
certainly offers a most serious 
challenge to the American peo¬ 
ple.” 

At its meeting, the Congress 
formulated plans for continuing 
its unremitting fight against ac¬ 
cidents through 1934. In that fine 
work it will be aided by other 
organizations in the interest of 
safer, happier living. In certain 
fields- notably that of industry— 
the work has produced fine fruit. 
In others—particularly the auto¬ 
mobile -the public response has 
generally been discouraging. And 
the public pays—in money, in 
health, in irreplaceable lives. 

This year there has been a 
start made in lowering the auto¬ 
mobile death toll, and it will be 
appreciably under the 1932 level. 
But thousands of careless driv¬ 
ers still roam the highways, a 
constant menace to the rest of 
us. The incompetent and the dis¬ 
courteous and the congenitally 
reckless still guide tons of metal 
at high speeds. Here indeed, as 
the President said, is a great 
challenge to the American people.

To the Editor of 
The Sierra Madre News. 

Sir: The maddest, gladdest day 
this old world ever saw was No¬ 
vember 11th, 1918. That day an 
armistice was agreed upon and 
the bloodiest war ever fought 
nominally ended. The slogan 
"Never Again!” echoed round the 
world. "Never again." what? 

Incredible as it may now seem 
there had been every day, for 
near four years and four months, 
an average of 6666 young men, 
the flower of human kind, brut¬ 
ally murdered, and twice that 
number shell-shocked, gassed, I 
wounded, maimed, or crippled for 
life. 

Why ? 

Because of the "mismanage- j 
ment and stupidity” of all parties j 
concerned, ’" 
statements 

those very parties, Count von 
Buelow, Germany’s Foreign Sec 
retary, and Lord d’Abernon, i 
British Ambassador to Berlin. 

In this favored country Wood-! 
row Wilson was re-elected Presi¬ 
dent because he had "Kept us out 
of war." But lying propaganda, 
artfully disseminated, as to al¬ 
leged German atrocities, "cutting 
off children’s hands and women’s 
breasts” and so forth, changed 
the temper of our citizens and 
Wilsons attitude: though such re¬ 
ports had no foundation in fact, 
as searchers like Will Irwin and 
others afterwards proved, not a 
single instance of anything of the 
kind being anywhere discovered. 

But the demon of Hate went 
abroad in our land. War mongers 
and munition makers coined dol¬ 
lars in billions, and have since 
become stirrers up of strife and 
opponents of disarmament at Ge¬ 
neva and the world over. So 
much so that “Never Again!” 
seems perilously near becoming 
forgotten. 

Conscious of being victimized 
by the unjust treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles young Germany is natur- 
j ally resentful at the terms of 
that treaty, forced on their peo¬ 
ple by the starvation of German 
women and children by five 
months blockade after the publi¬ 
cation of the armistice, accepted 
on the basis of Wilson’s 14 points. 
And so today war talk again 
prevails. But since 1918 war 
fashions have changed. No more 
armed men pitted against armed 
men: but air fleets at midnight 
dropping poison gas and in¬ 
cendiary bombs over enemy capi¬ 
tal cities, wiping out in a few 
hours whole populations in mil¬ 
lions. 

Any sane person knows that 
Germany without sea fleet, air 
fleet, or land fleet (tanks) is un¬ 
able to “make war.” It is time 
the human family had the sense 
to resist the machinations of 
those who make hard money out 
of human slaughter and for all 
nations at once to raise the 1918 
slogan "Never Again!" The only 
way to disarm is to disarm! 
Talk! TALK! TALK! won’t do it.

1 once 
found myself in a place far more 
cosmopolitan and modern than the 
island of Majorca, a candidate for 
jail. That was at the famous re¬ 
sort Nice, in France. 

Spending some time there one fall. 
It was a never ending surprise to 
us to witness the custom of the 
townspeople of undressing on the 
beach. Bath houses there are a lux- 
ury for the use of the opulent. And 
quite unabashed, In full public view, 
the members of families making the 
modest gesture of shielding each 
other during the operation, the pop- { 
ulace of the town come to bathe, I 
and reverse the process to go home. 

Imagine my surprise, then, when | 
finding myself one day without the j 
robe which I usually wore for the j 
short walk of a block to my ho 
tel, and returning therefore In my | 
bathing suit, I found myself the ob¬ 
ject of screeching insult and Impre¬ 
cations. An old woman sitting at 
a window under which I passed 
called me names which I was glad 
I did not understand, so contorted 
with disgust and rage was her face 
as she threatened to call the police 
to rid the town of an abandoned 
creature who would walk through 
the streets in nothing but a bathlug 
suit! 

Undressing on the beach was 
quite good form. But walking a 
block from the beach in a bathing 
suit was worse than disrespectable 
What price modesty!

(Continued from Pago One) 
would prejudice us. And after all 
we were there, not to judge 
either Wolcott or the slain girl 
as to their morals, but to decide 
whether he was guilty of murder. 
We went in with open minds and 
we tried to decide whether it was 
murder or suicide. That really 
was the only question. And as I 
said before, it was a compromise 
verdict we reached. 

“There were many interesting 
phases of my 17 days as a juror, 
particularly the opportunity to 
study character and motives. It 
was a great education and inten¬ 
sely interesting. Also just the 
testimony of the ballistic experts 
put on the stand by both sides 
was an education in itself. 

Defendant a Pawn 

“The reporters and photog¬ 
raphers bothered the life out of 
us. If I ever should be called 
into anything of this sort again 1 
shall remain very discreetly in 
the background. In the courtroom 
reporters were watching our every 
move. Some days were extremely 
hot yet we dared not wipe the 
prespiration from our faces lest 
some reporter think we had 
broken into tears and it might 
happen to be at a most inoppor¬ 
tune moment. And the cameras 
were clicking at most unexpected 
times. They took us down to the 
’penthouse’ and snapped us all 
over the place, sometimes on very 
embarassing occasions. 

“I couldn't help feeling as 1 
watched the two attorneys bat¬ 
tling, maneuvering for position, 
resorting to various shrewd legal 
tactics, that the defendant was 
merely a pawn in a great game, 
a human pawn being moved back 
and forth, with life or death 
ahead for him according to the 
outcome, and yet solely de¬ 
pendent on what the attorneys 
were able to prove to us jurors. 

“Sometimes it seemed to me 
that it was not so much the 
guilt or innocence of the defend¬ 
ant which was to be decided as 
the persuasiveness of the attor¬ 
neys. Their power over us, their 
convincing argument or presenta¬ 
tion of the case were what would 
finally make up our minds for 
us as to whether Wolcott should 
be hanged or go free. 

Glad It's Over 

“The attorneys were two dis¬ 
tinctly different types. George 
Carter for the defense was sharp 
of wit and gifted with fiery for¬ 
ensics. Mclsaacs, or the othei 
hand, was quietly persuasive. I 
have never heard anything so 
I eloquent as his final plea which 
j had several of the women jurors 
i in tears. Carter reminded me 
much of

"The foregoing plan may also 
be extended to members of other

100 per cent cooperative, as de¬ 
fined above. 

"These now unregistered groups 
will be dealt with through local 
committees and wall be required 
to perfect an organization and 
system for their supervision, 
satisfactory to the Federal Ad¬ 
ministrator, and upon his recom¬ 
mendation and after investigation 
and approval by the company, 
gas service upon the above basis 
will be rendered. 

"Under this plan the gas com¬ 
panies will donate, for the period 
from October 1, 1933 to January 
31, 1934, to each qualified family 
occupying a home now having 
the facilities through which gas 
may be served, 75 percent of the 
amount of the gas bill up to the 
following monthly allowance of 
usage: 

"For the month of October— 
families of three members or less, 
2,000 cubic feet: families of four 
or five members, 2,500 cubic feet:

2.500 cubic feet; families of four 
or five persons, 3,000 cubic feet;

Special Meeting Next Week 
To Hear Authority On 
$170,000,000 Water Project 


A work of tremendous im¬ 
portance to California in the con¬ 
struction of fire patrol roads, 
trails, fire-breaks, and prevention 
of errosion is being done by 
President Roosevelt’s Citizens 
Conservation C a m p s, Ranger 
George Armstrong told the Ki- 
wanis Club at its luncheon meet¬ 
ing Tuesday. Mr. Armstrong, a 
graduate of the Iowa State Col 
lege, has been connected with 
the United States Forest Service 
for four years and has served as 
district Ranger of the Big Santa 
Anita District of the Angelus 
National Forest during the past 
two years. 

Because the middle western 
states do not have National for¬ 
ests or parks young men are 
sent from these states to Cali¬ 
fornia, Washington, Oregon and 
the National Parks and work 
that would not have been com¬ 
pleted in a generation is being 
done. 

The nearest camp to Sierra 
Madre is located near Monrovia. 
The 200 men there will be de¬ 
tailed to do necessary reforestra- 
tion work in the Little and Big 
Santa Anita Canyons adjacent to 
Sierra Madre. This work will in¬ 
clude errosion protection to the 
newly made fills and cuts on the 
Big Santa Anita highway which 
are to be planted after this win¬ 
ter’s rains have sufficiently 
moistened the ground: fire breaks 
are to be cleaned; trails construc¬ 
ted and repaired and public camp 
grounds will be improved. 

Colonel H. B. Hersey, guest 
speaker at the same meeting 
made an appeal to the members 
of the Club for support of the 
local Boy Scout organization and 
told in detail many incidents in 
Scout work towards the building 
of character and general better¬ 
ment of the youth participating 
in the Scout work. The Boy 
Scouts of Sierra Madre need and 
are deserving of the moral and 
financial support of the citizens 
of this town. 

Colonel Hersey has been active 
in Scouting in Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing the past year. It is he who 
gives the boys their tests for 
merit badges, advice and com- 
radship.
